the formula is balanced, it is unlikely that this will occur. Always measure the amount of food you feed your pets 
with the two-scoop feeder, (Part No. 1). All feedings are made with LEVEL scoopfuls only. Use the small scoop for 
baby and young Sea-Monkeys. If you have under 25 adult Sea-Monkeys, use the small scoop to feed them also. 
For larger troops of adult Sea-Monkeys (over thirty animals), use the large scoop, but only fill it level. Never use a 
heaping amount of food. Because the new basic “Growth Food” formula is concentrated, feed your Sea-Monkeys 
just once a week with only ONE scoopful of food. Healthy adult Sea-Monkeys (4"-%" long) will have a dark streak 
running the length of their bodies. This indicates that they are eating properly and have a full “gut.” If the water 
becomes cloudy, do not feed again until it turns clear. Cloudy water indicates that there is too much uneaten food 
inthe water. When your Sea-Monkeys have lapped up ALL of the food, the water will again become crystal clear. 
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SOME PROBLEMS, DANGERS AND THEIR SOLUTIONS 


1. Water Evaporation And Growth 


itis natural for the water in your Sea-Monkeys container or aquarium to evaporate slowly. When the water level 
drops more than two inches, replace it with plain water, or preferably bottled spring water (if available). Nothing 
else is needed at this point. As the water evaporates, the salts and minerals in the formula become concentrated, 
and helps the growing Sea-Monkeys to moult their shells. Because Sea-Monkeys do not have any bones like the 
VERTEBRATES (animals with backbones) which includes fish, reptiles, birds and mammals whose skeletons grow 
internally, the Sea-Monkeys’ shells are their skeletons. To GROW they cast off their old shell or skeleton, and 
grow a new one. Each time this happens they get larger, and the new shell hardens and thickens over the soft

tissue that covers their bodies, ALL shellfish including lobsters, crabs, cray fish and their Sea-Monkey relatives 

grow in this manner. In the case of Sea-Monkeys, it happens seven times from babyhood until they become 

adults. However, you must replace the evaporated water because the concentrated salts in the formula will 

prevent NEW Sea-Monkey eggs from hatching. If new eggs fail to hatch, the “life cycle” of your Sea-Monkey 

“colony” will either be slowed or limited to only one or two generations. Watch the water level, and to be on the 
_ Safe side, never let more than 25% evaporate before adding more water. 


2. Temperature Controi 


Sea-Monkeys should be raised in a place where temperature is fairly cons 

temperatures above 70° Fahrenheit (26° Celcius). They will face waate phd bole = found in 
Northern Europe and Canada. But if raised at lower temperatures, their growth rate will be slightly retarded, and 
their size will not usually exceed y”. This will NOT affect their life-span, and these Sea-Monkeys® should live just 
as long as their brothers and sisters raised at warmer room temperatures. Exposure to daylight is helpful, and 
they will enjoy frolicking in the sunlight so long as it doesn’t excessively HEAT their water. Light also stimulates 
green algae or brown diatom growth (live microscopic cells that Sea-Monkeys eat in nature). Green algae (a plant) 
are especially benefical because they produce oxygen as well as act as a supplementary food source. Also 
consider keeping them under a “Plant Light” (available at many florist shops and department stores). Plant lights 
illuminate the water and also encourage the growth of Algae. These lights are very inexpensive, and come in both 
bulb and tubular shapes, and in various sizes.

(Item 68) is an effective Sea-Monkey medicine developed just for them alone. When you add a dose of “SEA 
MEDIC" to the water, the bacteria are destroyed without harm to the Sea-Monkeys and the formula is instantly 
freshened. Dying, ailing or merely sluggish Sea-Monkeys become frisky and playful once more, and you can even 
save your favorite pet Sea-Monkey if a bacteria “epidemic” strikes without warning. Within three days, all odor 
vanishes from the water, and once again you'll have a healthy Sea-Monkey family. Many Sea-Monkey owners ° 
consider it a good idea to keep a supply of “SEA-MEDIC” handy in case of a sudden emergency even if they 
NEVER (hopefully) need it! 


HOW TO “TRAIN” SEA-MONKEYS® 


Sea-Monkeys cannot be “trained” the way you train an animal of higher intelligence like a dog, cat or 
chimpanzee. However, you can easily make them appear to actually OBEY YOUR COMMANDS by means of simple 


tricks (unknown to your audience), that make them “perform” through their reactions to the stimulation of light. 


The scientific name for this behavior is Phototaxis, and Sea-Monkeys really are, in fact, phototactic or 
responsive to lightwaves. 


It is believed by some scientists that Sea-Monkeys actually possess learning ability through a form of 
rudimentary memory. After working with them for years, we recently discovered that whenever they encounter a 
current of water, they always try to swim against it. Because water currents and pressure can be controlled by 
man, a fantastic series of GAMES that Sea-Monkeys play—with PEOPLE are now available! This discovery opens 
up a whole NEW WORLD OF FUN that you can have with your amazing live pets, but for now, we will show you how 
to successfully entertain with them! 


Without a doubt, anyone seeing the performances that are about to be described will be convi 

trained your Sea-Monkeys like a pack of circus seals. You will be able to AMAZE them with tha oan fens 
are about to learn, but like any MAGIC TRICK, the fun is in keeping it a SECRET. Do not tell anyone “how it works”! 
The object is to fool them into thinking that your Sea-Monkeys have learned to do your bidding through the 
simple deceptions revealed in this chapter. Of course, YOU will have the MOST-FUN as you put your “wet pets” 
through their “paces” like tiny circus stars. But the REAL secret (as only YOU know), is not in training them, but in 
your knowledge of how and why they respond to light. moe 
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Trick No. 1—SEA-MONKEY® HYPNOTISM 


The “patter” (words used in performances) that follow, are given to suggest things that you can say when you — 
present your Act. When you have gathered your audience, make this announcement: “My friends, you are about 
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to see the world’s smallest trained animal show rring amazing live Sea-Monkeys. Come close so you don’t miss 


a thing.” The only “props” you will need are a table (for the Sea-Monkey tank), a square of silk or cloth to cover it 
with, a flashlight or a burning candle—and some “showmanship”! 


Now here is the scene. The Sea-Monkey tank (preferably a Micro-Vue Ocean Zoo) is resting in the center of the 
table covered with the cloth. Alongside it is the flashlight or candle. When you say: “Come close so you don't miss 
a thing,” at the SAME time, lift the covered container, and remove the cloth dramatically revealing the 
Sea-Monkeys in their aquarium for the first time. Now, lower the aquarium to the table, and picking up the 
flashlight, switch it on, and ask someone to turn off the room lights.

WAY. Each time the Sea-Monkeys circle the tank holding their formation with almost shor cae mdi 
the appearance of being well-trained. It is a near-perfect illusion. To prevent your audience from suspecting that 
the performance is automatic, you must establish a “story line” in ADVANCE! The TRICK is to FIRST issue a 
“command”, and then make them appear to “obey”. From time-to-time, pretend to be talking to some 
disobedient Sea-Monkey in particular. The make-believe conversation should sound something like this: “Now 
there Flippy, you're OUT OF LINE. Get behind Puddles ...NO...NOTin FRONT of her. .. BEHIND her. 0.K., that’s 
a GOOD boy . . . and STAY in line you rascal. Now fellows, | want you to show the folks how obedient you REALLY 
are. | want EVERYONE. . . including YOU, Flippy, to turn around and swim to the RIGHT”. (Swing the light beam 
slowly to the right—get the idea?) “That's VERY GOOD you guys, come on—all together now... . let's go...ina 
circle ... and ANOTHER. Now, turn around and go the OTHER way .. .. VERY GOOD ... hey ... FLIPPY, that 
INCLUDES YOU! Say, what's come over you? Get back in line or I'll put you to bed without a banana. Oh, that 
reminds you of a JOKE you want to tell me? Alright—let’s hear it” (Put your ear to the glass as if listening). “What 
do you feed a TWO THOUSAND POUND Sea-Monkey? (pause) | give up—what? (pause) ANYTHING HE WANTS! 


And here's still ANOTHER idea: Play a waltz record like “The Skaters Waltz.” Wave your light beam in time to the 
music, and your Sea-Monkeys should appear to “dance” in rhythm to the tune. With a little practice in advance, 
you will “bring the house down” with laughter and applause. Imagine how funny it looks to see Sea-Monkeys that 
appear to REALLY be dancing. Indeed, this adds the final professional “touch” to your show. And don't forget to 
“unhypnotize” them when its over. Simply snap your fingers—command them to awaken, turn the house lights 
up, and everyone goes home—smiling. 


Of course, on the other hand, if your Sea-Monkeys are rebellious, stubborn, or untrained or just plain 
stupid—they may refuse to obey. In that case, as a word of good advice, sneak out of the room BEFORE 
somebody thinks of turning on the lights. 


Trick No. 2—ACROBATIC SEA-MONKEYS® 


to do EXACTLY as | command!” Now, no friends of yours in their right minds would admit that your Sea-Monkeys 
can REALLY understand what you “said”, and naturally, they'll challenge you to prove it. Now is your chance to 
have some great fun. Announce that instead of just swimming and splashing around—like ordinary Sea- 
Monkeys, YOUR Sea-Monkeys agreed to do acrobatic stunts just like circus performers. Saying this, open the 
box, and remove the tank of Sea-Monkeys. As soon as you bring it out into the light, you should hear a gasp of 
astonishment from the viewers, because—{o and behold—as if they REALLY understood you, the Sea-Monkeys 
are performing wild spins like “Whirling Dervishes”. Others are twisting through the water in “aircraft combat 
manoeuvers”—doing loop-the-loops. As they dash madly around the tank, each one seeming to attempt to 
“outperform” the other, your startled friends may wonder if you really DID train them as claimed. But only YOU 
will know the secret, and here it is: Put the Sea-Monkey tank in a completely DARK, light-tight box at least one 
hour before the demonstration. Hold the “performance” either in a brightly lit room, or outdoors in the sunlight. 
The sudden change from total darkness to bright light, sends them into a harmless FRENZY of SUPER-ACTIVITY! 
Their actions are entirely automatic, and to the amazement of all, they will really seem to be performing like tiny 
acrobats. But as with any TRICK, it’s ben fol Foes you KNOW how it is done!

HOW TO STAGE AN ELECTRIC "SEA SHOW” 


Turn any room into a theatre of the sea—and your favorite pets into LIVE ACTORS AND ACTRESSES!. With lights 
out, your Sea-Monkeys will be proj onto a movie screen, a blank sheet of paper, or even a wall so that you 
see them MANY TIMES LARGER THAN LIFE, while they swim about in their “Ocean-Zoo” aquarium. 


To produce the show, you should have an Item 53 “Electric Showboat”; Item 54 Electric Projector (see list of 


- Parts and Supplies), or any Sea Monkey Hobby Kit that includes the battery-powered light-up Ocean-Zoo cover. 
Install one “AA” size battery in the battery case by sliding up the panel and matching the + and - signs with the * 
and - signs on the battery. Replace the panel. To turn on the light, push the black switch to “On”. If you want to 
produce a fascinating color-changing show, attach a “snap-on” color lens filter (Item 55) available in red, blue, 
amber and green, For natural light, the projection bulb has a tiny magnifying lens on the tip and can be used with 
or without the clear filter. 


Kit 1010 “Light-Up SEA-CIRCUS”® (sold in stores only), comes with two reens—a vertical maxi- 

and a horizontal panoramic screen (Item 56). If you have this kit, select pray and bend bleak Gata the ; 
crease lines (about 30°). Attach the plastic stand clips at the bottom. The screen will be self standing. Place the 
Ocean-Zoo in front of the screen at any distance from 6” to 12”. Now, holding the electric projector cover behind 
the Ocean-Zoo, shine the light beam through the side of the tank, and onto the screen. As your Sea Monkeys swim 
in the light path they will be projected onto the screen. To focus them clearly, experiment by moving the projector 


back and forth until the sharpest Sea Monkey image appears on the screen. You can even make the Sea-Circus 
work automatically by attaching the stand (standard in Kit 1010) on the projector to suspend itn the air. When 
the images are focused, just sit back and enjoy the action! 


If you do not have a screen or a stand, just fold a sheet of stiff white paper or cardboard—at least 6’ x 6’, and put 
the projector ona book behind the Ocean Zoo for the same effect. In fact, if you do not have a projector, you can 
use a flashlight or even a large candle with a magnifying mirror behind it to act as a reflector. This may not be as 
elegant as the factory-made parts, BUT IT WORKS! 


CAUTION: Children should not be allowed to use a candle projector without full adult supervision. (See “Parts and 
Supplies” at the back of this book for any of the parts you do not have but would like to order). 


SEA-DIAMONDS®—THE ANTI-GRAVITY “TOY” 


Boy, are Sea-Monkeys lucky! They are the only pets that get to play with “toys” that behave like something from 
the pages of a science-fiction comic book. Sea Diamonds (Item 91), are sparkling gem-like objects that are 
ran-toxic, yet do such an amazing trick, your Sea-Monkeys won't be the only ones to have fun with them. When 
you put a package of Sea-Diamonds in the water, they sink to the bottom of the aquarium. The Sea-Monkeys, 
attracted by their glitter, swim in and around them, playing with them like beachballs, or making little “caves” to 


dive into. 


However, over a period of time (up to several weeks), as the water level drops by inches through evaporation, the 
“stones” start to mysteriously RISE! They float higher and higher in the water, drifting apart and seeming to defy 
gravity! The Sea-Monkeys will dart in and out between the mysteriously suspended crystals that now look like a 
swarm of meterorites in outer space. Some of the smarter Sea-Monkeys may grab a floating Sea-Diamond, and 
ride it like a surfboard. They will have lots of fun and get much-needed exercise, while at the same time they keep 


from getting bored when you have to leave them alone. 
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* If you're impatient and want to see the Sea-Diamonds defy gravity WITHOUT waiting for the water to evaporate, 


here’s how: Get any clean transparent jar and fill it with six ounces of water. Now, add a package of Sea-Diamonds 
and several heaping tablespoons of table salt. Do NOT stir the water. In 15 minutes, the Sea-Diamonds should 
start to rise. If after waiting awhile they still are on the bottom, add more salt but DO NOT STIR! The “diamonds” 
will then ascend and float in mid-water.

After the experiment, drain the water before you add the Sea-Diamonds to your Sea Monkeys aquarium. If you 
want to speed the floating, add one package of Plasma II to the Sea-Monkey formula, but again, do not stir and 
NEVER add plain salt to their formula AT ANY TIME! The Sea-Diamonds in the Ocean-Zoo will rise and float in mid 
water. Like any magic trick, the secret is easy once you know how, but don’t tell your friends: The specific gravity 
of Sea-Diamonds is only slightly greater than the specific gravity of the formula. That's why they sink to the 


-bottom. By water evaporation or by adding Plasma Il, the specific gravity of the formula equals the Sea- 


Diamonds specific gravity and they float. Or, when the specific gravity becomes greater than the Sea-Diamonds, - 
they will rise all the way to the surface. Add a teaspoon of fresh water at a time to make them sink. It’s only a 
matter of balance, because it looks so mysterious, it will astound your friends. A word of CAUTION: Do not allow 
the Sea-Diamonds to float on the surface of the water for a long time because they will cut off the air supply your 
Sea-Monkeys need to live. If you make the “Diamonds” float on the surface, after a short while, sink them again 
by adding fresh water, or scoop them out altogether. They can then be cleaned and dried for re-use again and 
again.

The Unbreakable “CHAIN OF LIFE” 


Sea-Monkeys reproduce like other advanced animal species. A male Sea-Monkey and a female Sea-Monkey mate 
sexually, and thus new life is created. Lesser forms of life such as hydra and other simple animals reproduce 
through budding—or even through mitosis (splitting into two) which occurs among single-celled animaculae 
(micro-animals) such as Amobae and Paramecium. Among Sea-Monkeys however, in the absence of a mate, a 
strange, wonderful thing happens. Incredible as it May seem, some female Sea-Monkeys bear offspring without 
a father-donor! These miraculous babies are produced by means of a fantastic biological phenomena known as 


Parthenogenesis or self-conception! Parthenogenesis in Sea-Monkeys is called “Meiotic” Parthenogenesis.

1. VIVIPARITY: Meaning: “live birth”. In the same manner as other advanced animals, the Sea-Monkey 
embryo develops in the mothers body until it is fully formed. There is however, no placenta or connecting 
“lifeline” between mother and child. When the babies emerge from their mother, they have flippers which enable 
them to swim almost immediately. A tiny egg sac outside their bodies provides nourishment for the first day or 
two until they gain strength and are able to seek food. Therefore, the baby Sea-Monkeys are quite self-sufficient 
almost from the moment of their birth. 


2. OVIPARITY: Referring to birth through hatching from an egg. This is the same process through which birds 
and most reptiles and amphibians are born.

HOW TO BREED SEA-MONKEYS® 


Once they have reached the adult stage of growth, Sea-Monkeys will begin breeding by themselves. However, 
there are some things that you can do to encourage their maximum breeding potential. As an example, at room 
’ temperatures in the 65° to 75° range, the mating tendency will be at its highest point. At lower temperatures, 
they will rarely mate. When breeding, the male Sea-Monkey pairs himself with a willing female by grasping her at 
the root of her tail (where it joins her torso). In this manner, the male and female swim together (with the male 
trailing behind the female) in an aquatic “dance of courtship”. If for any reason your pets do not mate, first make 
sure that there are MALES present. If not, you'll have to wait until you grow some. If the temperature is 0.K. and 
both mature sexes are present but are not “interested” in one another, you can induce them to breed by adding a 
something that seems to have an almost immediate stimulating effect on them. It's called “Cupids Arrow™ Sea 


Monkey Mating Power (Item 84). 


HOW TO TELL THE BOYS FROM THE GIRLS : 


Sea-Monkeys come in two sexes: male and female. Upon reaching young adulthood, you can easily tell the sexes 
apart. The boys (males) have what looks like “whiskers” growing under their “chins”. In reality these are 
“graspers” or appendages that they use like arms, usually to clutch onto a female. The girls (females) have 
smaller heads, and the most noticeable feature is a small pill-like egg sac located where her tail joins her body. 
When newly born they're acorn-shaped and it's impossible to tell the “difference”. Which brings to my mind a 
joke from Vaudeville days, performed by Smith & Dale in their famous “Dr. Kronkeit” comedy routine. It went like 
this: Dale (Dr. Kronkeit): Tell me, do you have any children—by CHANCE?

If you are fascinated by Sea-Monkeys, the chances are that you are interested in knowing about other unusual 
pets, developments and discoveries in nature. In Bryans Road, Maryland, we have set up an animal research 
station in the middle of the beautiful Montrose Wildlife Sanctuary. The sanctuary is privately owned and 
managed by Transcience Corporation. It consists of 70 acres of land that rolls right to the banks of the historic 


Potomac River that flows past the White House in Washington, D.C. and the home of George Washington in Mount 
Vernon, Virginia. 


On the sanctuary is a small natural lake crossed by a little bridge. Surrounded by towering trees, it also shelters a 
large frog pond, several glades and dells and a natural swamp deep in the woods. All of the animals that live here 
are undisturbed and living free. There is a beaver family in the lake, and muskrats that share the waters edge. 
Other mammals are woodland mice, oppossums, raccoons, shrews, and herds of whitetailed deer. Also sharing 
the forest are several species of squirrel, groundhogs, chipmunks and even a family of red fox. 
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Birdlife abounds, and nesting in our forest is the rare Bald-Headed eagle, beautiful giant blue herons, mallard 


ducks, Canadian geese and the Great Horned owl. Dozens of other species of birds, some also quite rare make the 
santuary their home. 


Lower aquatic and terrestial species are also in abundance with acrobatic tree frogs, bullfrogs, eastern aie 
many turtles and tortoises, fence lizards, blue-tailed lizards, striped skinks, harmless black snakes, milk snakes 


and a few poisonous species as well, while in the pond and lake schools of sunfish, bass and many other species 
thrive unfished. 


In the midst of all of this God-given natural splendor, the task of performing biological research and development 
is always a Source of great pleasure. And it is here at Montrose that we are putting the “final touches” on another 
“first” in the amazing world of crustaceans. If you have ever owned alive, pet land hermit crab, then you already 
know what fun our “clawed” friends can be. Way back in 1975 | introduced them (Cenobita clypeatus) to the 
world as a fun pet “Crazy Crabs”®. Before that, they were only “fish bait”. But as soon as their winning “ways” 
were “discovered” they became true pets instead of bait, and are enjoyed in many homes to this very day. Now, | 
am putting the “finishing touches” on an even more unexpected sea creature that everyone is familiar with—but 
only as food! A new PET LOBSTER kit, originated by one of the world’s greatest crustacean scientists and experts, 
Dr. Anthony D'Agostino. Most people would never guess that lobsters aren't just for “eating! They really make 
great pets—if you know the secret of keeping them alive and happy. Lobsters learn to recognize their owners, 
and will come to them when signalled. They will even gingerly extend a claw to take food from your hand, and 
spend hours building houses from piles of stones. But to explain the adventure of owning a lobster as a pet would 
take a whole book, and that book is being written right now. It may change the way the whole world looks at 
lobsters—from food—to FRIEND! 


Other experiments that are taking place include research to develop an “Instant Frog” that will arrive in 
suspended animation, yet come to life in just minutes—fully grown. Some other studies include a form of life that 
turns from an animal into a plant—and back again, and a search for a strange “bearlike” creature that survives 


“dried up” for decades without food, water or oxygen, yet revives, walks and feeds when just a drop of water 
touches him—as if it nothing had happened. 
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If you haven't already guessed, the purpose behind this research is not only to advance the cause of science 
but to advance the cause of “turning on” your imagination. | have succeeded if | have aroused your 
enthusiasm for the world of nature—and maybe even given you a vision of a future career in nature, science, or 
conservation of the wonders that live—not perhaps in outer Space, but right here—own our own Planet Earth.
